Capture of the rail centre 90 
miles west of Kiev was announc- 
ed in a special order of the day 
from Stalin to Gen. Nikolai 
Vatutin, conqueror of Kiev. 
Zhitomir is a hub of rail lines 
and highways in the western 
Ukraine, and lies 60 miles from the 
Polish border.

MAJOR VICTORY 

The cutting of the railway was 
one of the major Russian victories 
of the offensive, because it forced 
the Germans to rely on a circuitous 
single-tracked system 100 mules 
west of the present fighting lines. 
it did much to split the 
German armies of north and south 


Russia apart and opened the way! 


for a Soviet plunge into Poland 
and the restive Balkans. 

The secondary rail link upon 
which the central German armies 
must depend for shifting troops 
and bringing up spplies extends 
from Minsk through Baronowicze 
and Rowne, the eastward to 
Sheptovka and southward to Pros- 
kura on the Odessa-Lwow line. 

In his order of the day broad- 
cast from Moscow and recorded by 
the Soviet Monitor, Stalin singled 
out the hard-riding Cossack divi- 
sions. 


AT HEAD OF LIST 

The premier’s congratulatory 
message placed these daring rid- 
ers at the head of a list of 17 divi- 
sions recommended for the award 
of the Red Banner or other high 
Soviet awards. 

Moscow planned to celebrate the 
victory tonight on a scale reserved 
for major successes, and Marshal 
Stalin ordered 224 cannon to boom 
out 20 salvos in a salute to the con- 
quering Red army warriors.

(In London, British official circles 
said Britain could not permit “a 
state of disorder to develop or per- 
sist in Lebanon,” because it lay in 
an “area of strategic importance for 
which British forces have respons- 
ibility.” The British Ninth and 
10th armies and possibly American 
forces are stationed in the Middle 
Kast 

French troops, mainly Senegalese 
and armed with machine-guns, 
patrolled the city and fought spor- 
adic engagements with Lebanese 
who had barricaded themselves in 
the Moslem quarter, The French 
used a number of tanks and arm- 
ored cars,

Each of the missives explained the 
reason for the contemplated action, 
Badly broken as the body was, 
the dead man’s glasses had been un- 
damaged, and were lying nearby, 

Almost every bone in the dead 
man’s body had been broken alter 
the drop of approximately 150 feet 
from the bridge to the river bank, 
Detective-Inspector H. M, Pether- 
am stated, 

The letter written to police was 
received in the afternoon delivery 
of mail. The post office cancella- 
tion machine showed that it went 
through at 1 p.m. and apparently 
had been posted in the knowledge 
that it would not arrive before the 
plunge 
DEAD SOME HOURS 

Inspector Herbert B. Petheram, 
together with Detectives M. Munro 
and Ernest Foster, hurried to the 
bridge upon receipt of the inform- 
ation. It was stated that the man 
had been dead for some hours 
when the body was found 

During his stay in Edmonton, 
Pain was a guest of a hotel, and it 
was on hotel stationery he wrote 
his farewell letters.

What, then, was the real reason 
why the public, or sections of it, 
temporarily turned a deaf ear to 
the war and fairly soaked up the 
details of this pathetic little homi- 
cide?

For its employees, both inside 
and outside the armed services,

WILTED GREENS 

To every 2 quarts of the greens 
measured after they are looked 
over and washed, allow ‘4 cup meat 


drippings, % cup vinegar, and if 
desired a small onion chopped 
Cook the onion in the fat until it 


turns yellow, Add the vinegar, and 
when it is heated, add the greens, 
Cover and cook until wilted. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and serve 
hot.

pox, diphtheria and in two prov- 
inces, scarlet fever. 

During the war years of 1939 to 
1942 inclusive, there were in Can 
ada 10,762 cases of diphtheria, with 
1,042 deaths; 65, 688 of svarlet fever, 
with 535 deaths; 71,784 cases of 
whooping cough, with 2.161 deaths
